“That's Where Our 


Money Goes 


Brushes, Paper, Pencils 
and Scissors Waste for 
1948 is Astounding News 


BELIEVING that ‘enough is enough,” this 
concludes (for the present, at least) the series of 
articles on our big yearly plant waste. 


However, we simply couldn't call a halt without 
letting you in on some other waste “eye-openers” 
that demand our sincere conservation attention 
in order that we might produce more of our product 
at a price we can all afford to pay. 


Let’s begin with brushes. Our stores stock four 
major types of this equipment: (1) radiator brushes 
used to brush off ends of machines and to clean 
waste yarn from floors (2) 10-inch plater’s brushes 
used to push wraps aside on feed rolls and to re- 
move filament wraps (3) 11-inch doffing brushes 
used primarily in P & S to remove wraps from feed 
rolls, remove wraps on drive rolls and threading up 
machines (4) filament brushes used to remove 
filament wraps from draw rolls. This equipment is 
a MUST in all of these operations but here’s why 
we are sounding off: In 1948, we used 1,296 radiator 
brushes at a cost of $596.16; 7,300 10 and 11-inch 
plater’s and doffer’s brushes at the staggering figure 
of $2,993.00; 4,032 filament brushes at a cost of 
$564.48. This is a grand total of $4,153.64 for brushes. 


What happens to this material and how can we 
reduce this figure? The majority of brushes are dis- 
carded and sent to salvage when they are still good 
for many weeks of service. Others are used on oily 
parts of machines or in sweeping compound which 
ruins the bristles. Still others arelost around the plant. 


We are confident that with just a little thought 
about and consideration for this property, we can 
reduce our brush bill by a third. 


EXTRA! EXTRA! READ ALL ABOUT IT! 
In 1948 we consumed 2,965 “Don’t Say It—Write 
It” pads @ 9¢ each. This was a cost of $266.85; in 
addition 3,176 8 }4x 11 ruled pencil tablets @ 14¢ 
each amounted to $444.64. This is a total of $711.49 
for these two items used by a relatively small 
number of us. We should easily cut $200 off of this 
bill by using this paper for its intended purpose— 
NOT FOR SCRATCH PAPER! Will you help us? 


THESE brushes found in ONE salvage can over ONE week end amount to 
$4.42. Most of them were only slightly used. Several had never been used. 


DON'T SAY IT—warite it 
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THESE two types of poper cost us $711.49 in 1948. This amount can be 
“trimmed to our size” if poper is used properly. It is not scratch paper! 
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WOODEN pencil cost in ‘48 was

We do not hesitate to estimate 
a savings in 1949 of at least $400.00 on pencils 
if we keep them on the Plant and not throw them 
away when they become a little short. YOU’RE 
RIGHT—WE CAN WRITE for less. Will you 
not agree with us that just a little more regard 
for Company property will keep down a 
shameful waste that continues to keep our 
product higher than it could be for all of us?

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GROOMING FASHION NOTES FOR SPRING 


Crisp fabrics are news this year. Every kind and type— 
nylon, wool, rayon, linen, cotton—has more body to it, looks 
and feels crisp. Patterned materials with small raised figures, 
ribbed or corded weaves, shirred, puckered or tucked effects 
give new interest and texture. Dresses outstanding for every 
occasion, twenty-four hours of the day. For dressy wear, look 
for iridescent taffetas or cottons, the new crisp shantung. 


It’s not just navy-blue this spring—all the blues—royal, 
periwinkle, madonna—are in the fashion picture. Coral reds 
and light Kelly greens are also good. Lots of pinchecks in blue, 
grey, or brown with white. Grey flannel, of course, is a classic. 
In tweeds, grey and beige with light bright threads of colour.
